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Continuation of 11. does NOT place ttie application in condition for allowance because: Claim 1 remains rejected under 35 USC §103 - 
applicants arguments are not persuasive. Claim 13 remains rejected because of Yamada's disclosure of a "formation date" recorded on the 
optical disc which meets the claimed "exception schedule flag." Claims 3-5 remain rejected under 35 USC §112 2nd because, looking at 
claim 3 for example, the recitation of "the predetermined condition is satisfied when the playback authorization list..." is unclear with respect 
to the structure of the system. The Examiner recommends amending claim 3 to recite that the control unit is further programmed to 
determine that "the predetermined condition is satisfied when the playback authorization list...." Such an amendment would alleviate any 
confusion with respect to the structure of the claimed system. The double patenting rejection is maintained. 
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
